Dr.  Lj««  found,  how- 
ever,  that  upon  «o«ne  of  the  vrerele  apon 
which  the  direare  «m  found  to  prevaU 
upon  their  arrival  in  England,  no  each  ar¬ 
ticles  had  been  carried  on  the  outward  voy- 
age.  The  fact  that  hide*  Aina  and  wool 
had  been  carried  was  not,  therefore,  suffi¬ 
cient  to  explain  the  subsequent  outbreak  of 
the  foot  and  mouth  disease  on  apparently 
uninfected  vereela. 

Cattle  shipped  to  Great  Britain,  whether 
from  the  United  State,  or  from  the  coni* 
uent  of  Europe,  are  tied  to  stanchion,  by 
rn}>**  porered  around  their  horn*  these 
rope,  being  technically  known  a.  ‘  head 
rope*.”  Dr.  Lyman  found,  after  careful 
investigation,  that  it  Is  a  common  practice 
to  drive  the  animal,  ashore  with  there 
‘  head  ropes”  .tiH  attached  to  their  bom* 
Sometime,  there  rope,  .re  detached  before 
the  cattle  leave  the  stockyard*  bat  fre¬ 
quently  they  go  with  the  animal  to  the 
batcher.  Dr.  Lyman  also  discovered  that 
there  “head  rope*”  gathered  from  cattle 
received  from  France  and  Germany,  a. 
well  aa  from  the  United  Bute*  afe  often 
(hipped  to  the  United  States  to  be  need  in 
tying  other  animals  shipped  to  Europe.  q,„ 

Following  up  thie  clue.  Dr.  Lymap  be¬ 
came  convinced  that  in  mori  caret  the  in¬ 
fection  had  been  conveyed  by  the  indis¬ 
criminate  ore  of  head  rupee  impregnated 
with  the  vim.  of  the  direare.  It  was  by 
of  such  head  rope*  according  to 
Prufereor  Brown,  of  the  British  V  e  ter  inary 
Department,  that  the  disease  had  been  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  London  yard,  from  Franc* 
in  September.  1880,  and  subsequently  oon- 
veyed  to  the  Liverpool  stockyards. 

Dr.  Lyman  proposed,  re  a  preventive  of 
future  outbreak,  among  American  cattle  in 
transit,  that  the  department  aA  Congress  to 
pres  a  law  prohibiting  the  introduction  of 
*1]  article,  from  the  foreign  animal  wharves 
of  Great  Britain-  One  would  naturally 
think  that  the  hazard  attending  tha.uscoif 
that  it  is  known,  to  deter  .mr  enterprising 
cattle  shippers  from  using  them. 

Touching  the  condition  of  American  cat¬ 
tle  in  England,  Dr.  Lyman  say*  that  not- 
withstiuiding  the  much  greater  distance 
they  are  neceererily  carried,  they  arrive 
with  fewer  broi.ee  and  ia  better  condition 
generally  than  do  thore  from  some  of  the 
neighboring  European  porta.  This  grati¬ 
fying  condition  of  affairs  is  due  to  the  good 
care  and  improved  methods  *f  ventilation, 
etc  ,  adopted  by  the  owners  of  meomahipa. 
The  louse*  of  cattle  on  shipboard  from  Jan- 
ary  1,  1880,  to  September  30,  1880,  ex¬ 
ceeded  five  per  cent,;  in  the  corresponding 
months  of  1881  the  losses  were  about  two 
and  one-half  per  cenL  ^
